NEAR AGREEMENT PRESIDENT BY PROCLAMATION FIXES. 
WITH RUSSI 


Diplomats at Washington 


Think New Trade Treaty 
Will Be Signed 


; Present Compact Terminates at Close 
of Year—Some Delicate 
Points 


Washington—An agreement between 
the United States and Russia to take 
the place of the commercial treaty of 
1882, the abrogation of whicn becomes 
‘effective January 1 next, has been vir- 
tually reached, according to informa- 
tion from high official authority. Noth- 
ing as to the exact nature of the 
agreement is announced, It was de- 
clared probable, however, that it 
would be worked out satisfactorily to 
both countries before the day when 
the old treaty would expire. 

This advanced stage in the negotia- 
tions has been reached only after a 
number of conversations between Sec- 
retary Knox and Russian Ambassador 
Bakhmeteff, beginning last summer, 
and continued at frequent intervals. 
This course was adopted rather than 
the usual method of exchanging of for- 
mal notes, as better calculated to se 
cure a speedy disclosure of the existing 
conditions in the United States and 
Russia likely to affect the two govern- 
ments in their efforts to prevent a 
complete rupture of their vast com- 
mercial relations. Only in a general 
way can it be said that an understand> 
ing exists that such a breach shall not 
take place for the details of the ar- 
rangement are yet to be worked out. 

§ Even with the best of intentions on 
the part 6f the negotiators because of 
the difficulty of rapid communication 
between Washington and St. Peters- 
burg, save by the unsaisfactory cable 
method, it will consume little less than 
seven weeks that intervene between 
the present date and -December 31, 
when the old treaty expires, to accom- 
plish this mutually desired result. 
Because of the extreme delicacy of 
the subject and the possibility of the 
complete failure of the proposed agree- 
ment if there should be public discus- 
sion and criticism, neiher party to the 
negotiations is willing to throw any 
light on the details of the arrange- 
ment. In fact, it is even impossible 
to secure an official admission that an 
agreement is within sight, 

_From such sidelight as is obtainable, 
however, it appears that Russia has 
not consented to modify its practice of 
refusing passports 19 -American: or 
other non-Russian Jews. The czar’s 
government has always held that such 
Jews, even though they are American 
citizens, are not entitled to travel or 
reside in Russia because the existing 
treaty provides that any American 
seeking to enter Russia shall submit to 
the laws there prevailing. 

The state department never has ad- 
mitted the soundness of this conten- 
tion, and when congress, by resolution, 
ordered the denunciation of the treaty, 
the actual, though not the formal, 
ground being this alleged discrimina- 
tion against American citizens, the de- 
partment’s atitude necessarily became 
unalterable. 

With such a wide difference between 
the two countries it seemed an almost 
hopeless undertaking to prevent a com- 
plete severance of trade relations be- 
tween two friendly nations. 

It is said that in all probability Rus- 
sia will. meet the issue by refraining 
from applying her maximum (and 
practically exclusive) tariff duties to 
imports from America. In the ordi- 
nary course, after the lapse of the ex- 
istine treaty December 31, these max- 
imum rates automatically would apply 
to imports from a country with which 
Russia has no such trade treaty. But 
it is suggested that’ through a decree 
or an imperial order in council, this 
may be postponed indefinitely. 

Such action on the part of the Rus- 
sian government would relieve presi- 
dent Taft from the necesssity of im- 
posing, in retaliation, the maximum 
American duties on imports from Rus- 
sia,and thus trade between the two 
countries might continue pending the 
issue of future negotiations for a per- 
manent treaty.

Sacramento—California, through the 
board of control, is preparing to spend 
$10,000 in Thanksgiving dinners for the 
unfortunate thousands confined in the 
state hospitals, prisons and reform 
schools.

Washington, Nov. 13—President Taft 
issued a proclamation tonight fixing 
the rates foreign shipping will pay for 
passage through the Panama canal. 
The proclamation, made under authority 
of the canal bill which passed congress 


in August, establishes a merchant ves- | 


sel rate: of $1.20 a net ton for actual 
carrying capacity, with a reduction of 
40 per cent for a ship in ballast. 

The provisions of the proclamation 
are: 


1—On merchant vessels carrying pas- 
sengers or cargo, $1.20 a net vessel ton 
—each 100 cubic feet—of actual earn- 
ing_capacity. 

2— On vessels in ballast, without pas- 
sengers or cargo, 40 per cent less than 
the rate of tolls for vessels with pas- 
sengers or cargo. 


8—On naval vessels, other than trdns- 
ports, cohHliers, hospital ships and sup- 
ply ships, 50 cents a displacement ton. 


4—On army and navy transports, 
colliers, hospital ships and supply ships, 
$1.20 a net ton, the vessel to be meas- 
ured by the same rules as employed in 
determining [the net tonnage of mer- 
chant vessels. 

“The secretary of war,’’ the procla- 
mation adds, ‘‘will prepare and pre- 
scribe such rules for the measurement 
of vessels and such regulations as may 
be necessary and proper tu carry this 
proclamation into full force and 
effect.’’ 

American coastwise shipping was 
exempted from toll payment by con- 
gress. It was to this provision of the 
act that Great Britain protested. But 
no reference to the protest was made 
in the president’s proclamation. 

American naval vessels are exempted 
without specific mention either in the 
act of congress or the proclamation, 
because the authorities believe it un- 
necessary to explain the uselessness of 
payment from its navy pocket depart- 
ment to the one belonging tc the treas- 
ury department. 

The rates named in the proclamation 
are practically the same as those which 
will be in force at the Suez canal next 
year. 

President Taft based his declaration 
of rates on the report and investigation 
of Professor Emery R. Johnson of the 
University of Pennsylvania, an expert 

designated by executive order for the 
task. , = 

According to Professor Johnson’s re- 
port. also made public, the Panama 


canal should be on a self-sustaining 
basis in twenty years. 

It should compete successtully with 
the Suez route for the traffic of Europe, 
with South American west coast points 
with New Zealand, but cannut be ex- 
pected to compete successfully for 
Europe’s trade to’ the Far East. 

Taking the estimates of the canal 
commission for expense of operation 
and maintenance of the canal and for- 
the improvements held to be necessary 
at the end of a decade, Professor John- 
son figures that the net ton rate can be 
reduced to $1 at the end of ten years. 

Even with this rate, which he says 
will correspond closely with thé rate 
that may then he in force through the 
Suez canal, the United States will ob- 
tain enough revenue from foreign ves- 
sels to pay all fixed charges, provide a 
sinking fund of 1 per cent to retire the 
Panama canal bonds, and still find a 
yearly balance. 

The Johnson report shows that a for 
eign traffic of about 9,000,000 tons may 
be expected through the canal in its 
first two years of operation, more than 
11,000,000 tons in 1920 and 14,000,000 
tons in 1925. 

Althogh not maintaining that his es- 
timate is final, Professor Johnson reck- 
oned that an increase of 60 per cent a 
decade in tonnage cold be looked for, 
and that this would make the canal 
self-sustaining in twenty years. 

Professor Johnson’s defense of the 
$1.20 rate for merchant vessels is hased 
on several grounds. It reads in part: 

“A toll of $1.20 per net ton on loaded 
merchant vessels and a redction of 40 
per cent from the standard rate on ves- 
sels in ballast wil] place the Panama 
canal and its rival, the Suez canal, on 
an even competitive footing. 

‘“‘A Panama toll of $1.20 per net ton 
will not burden unduly the commerce 
served by the canal. 

“The cost of transportation between 
the two seaboards of the United States 
will be reduced several times the 
amount of toll. And for the commerce 


States with western South America 
and with Australia the economies 
effected by the Panama canal will 
largely exceed the toll suggested. 
‘‘Likewise the saving in time and fuel 
expenses via Panama as compared with 
the Magellan route between our eastern 
seaboard and New Zealand will be sucn 
as to insure the profitable use ot the 
Panama canal.

With the time to be consumed in dis- 
cussion, the governor felt that if an 
extra session were not called, the ben- 
efits of the tariff revision would be 
postponed practically two years. 

Immediately upon his election, the 
governor made up his mind to wait 
until after he had returned from his 
vacation before making known his at- 
titude, but upon finding, as he said, 
that opinion in favor of a special ses- 
sion was practically unanimous, he 
felt no hesitation about making public 
his conclusion. 

Though the president-elect means to 
rest while in Betmuda, he really ex- 
pects to give a good deal of time to 
quiet thought about the problems that 
face him.

New York, Nov. 16.—In one of the 
snappiest and wittiest speeches he has 
made since he as elected president of 
the United States, President Taft gave 
the members of the Lotus Club an in- 
side view of what he thought of the 
presidency. 

The president advocated siponwly: a 
single'term of six years for the chief 
executive of the United States, say- 
ing that this was ample time for him 
to do all the good possible and not 
enough for him to become harmful to 
the country. The giving of cabinet 
officers’ seats in the senate and | ouse, 
a move advocated by William Jennings 
Bryan within the past week, was an- 
other step which he favored. 

“IT don’t care how unambitious or 
modest a president is,’’ suid Mr. Taft, 
“I don’t care how determined he is that 
he himself will not secure his renomi- 
nation (and there are very few indeed 
who go to that extent)—still, his sub- 
ordinates, equally interested with him 
on his re-election, will, whenever they 
have an opportunity, bring their influ- 
ence to bear and divide their time be 
tween the service of the public and the 
effort to secure renominations and 
elections, 

‘‘] can see no reason why the energy 
of the president and that of all his 
subordinates might not be directed 
rather to making a great record of 
efficieny in the first and only term than 
in seeking a second term for that pur- 
pose. 

“Tt has been proposed twice in our 
history to pass a law giving to each 
|department head a seat in the senate 
and house, and a right to enter into 
the discussion of the proposed leg- 
‘islation in either of the national legis 
lative bodies. This would keep con 
gress much better informed as to the 
actual ‘conditions in the executive de- 
partments, and it would offer an op- 
portunity for the public to judge of 
the executive and his government much 
more justly and more quickly than un- 
Ger pur present system. 

“The strongest. reason for advocating 
this change, -however,’is that the influ- 
ence that the executive shall have in 
shaping legislattion shall be more in 
harmony with thé responsibility that 
people hold him to in respect to it.”’ 

In the course of his speech President 
Taft declared that the man who held 
the presidency was well compensated. 

‘*But,’’ Jaughed Mr. Taft, ‘‘it is not 
a place to be enjoyed by a sensitive 
man ”’ 

Referring to the results of tha elec- 
tion, the president said: 

“IT beg you to believe that in spite 
of the very emphatic victory by which 
I leave the office, I cherish only the 
deepest gratitude to the American peo- 
ple. and I sincerely hope in looking 
back over what has been done, that 
there is enough of progress made to 
warrant me in the belief that real good 
has been accomplished, even though I 
regret that it has not been greater. 

‘‘My chief regret is my failure to se- 
cure from the senate the ratification of 
the general arbitration treaties with 
France and Great Brtain. I am sure 
they would have been great steps to- 
ward Poneral: world peace.’’
